National banks in Kentucky are 
amenable to the state laws to the 
sane extent as other similar institu- 
tions it such laws do no frustrat e the 
object of their creation. The Court of 
Appeals laid down this principle of 
law in affirming the judgment of the 
Jefferson Circut Court in the case of 
the First National Bank of Elizabeth- 
town against the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky. 

The Appellate Court holds that the 
lower Court was right in escheating to 
the School Board of Louisville a va- 
cant lot in Louisville valued at $2,000, 
and owned by the bank because the 
charter for the bank does not provide 
that it shall own and hold vacant 
property, ar.d was not created for that 
purpose. 

Ine bank contended that this proper- 
ty could not be escheated to the School 
hoard beeauss the bank operated abso- 
lutely under the Federal Jaws, and is 
not amenable to the state laws.

Lower Tax Rate. 

The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion Thursday night and took up the 
question of the tax levy for 1911. 

Mayor Hinton asked that the 1 1.5(1 
poll tax which has heretofore been 
paid by only a few and worked an in- 
justice on the small property holder be 
dropped, and that the tax rate be re- 
duced as much as possible. 

Mr. W. O. Hinton, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, reported that the 
assessment as reviseo by the supervis- 
ors, showed a total of $8,116,595, 'which 
aval a slight increase over last year, 
lie estimated that it would be neces- 
sary to increase the levy for school 
purposes 5 cents more than last year, 
in order to meet the increased expense 
made necessary by the growth of the 
BChooL Yet with this inrrease, he 
estimated that it would be possible to 
reduce the total amount of the tax 
rate 6 cents and recommended that the 
following levy for this year be made: 

For General Purposes §0.65 

For Siuking Fund 35 

For School Purposes 30 

For Public Library 05 

Making the levy $1.35 on the $100 of 
assessable proprety. 

The Council oy unanimous vote ap- 
proved this recommendation and passed 
this levy. 

This is 5 cents less than last year 
and 10 cents less than the year before. 
Yet with this reduction in the tax 
rate, the present administration has 
been able to keep the city in a con- 
dition that is equalled by very few 
cities in the State. 

The city's streets and finances at the 
present time are in excellent con 
uition, due entirely to the consistent 
and untiring efforts of Mayor Hinton.
